The Future of Lambda Publications Is 

Starting to Look Bleak

For most students at Lauren- 
tian University, the arrival of Lambda 
on the stands around the school every 
Thursday morning is a constant. 
Every week, students on and off cam- 
pus pick up one of 3,300 copies of 
Lambda and catch up on news, enter- 
tainment, sports and even special fea- 
tures. The only problem is that as of 
next year. Lambda may only come 
out bi-weekly, cutting it's produc- 
tion schedule in half to meet the ever- 
shrinking budget. 

It has been years, actually over 
twenty years, since Lambda was a bi- 
weekly newspaper. No one, espe- 
cially the current staff of Lambda 
Publications, wants to have to cut the 
production of the newspaper in half, 
but if the financial problems of 
Lambda continue the way they seem 
to be going, there is no other choice. 

Lambda Publications is 
funded by a direct student levy from 
the members of the Student's Gen- 
eral Association of ten dollars per 
student, per year. Although the SGA 
collects the levy, they have no power 
or financial hold over Lambda Publi- 
cations. So, unlike other clubs (and 
newspapers) at Laurentian, Lambda 
cannot go to their association formore 
money. 

The student levy for Lambda 
Publications for the publishing year 
of 1998-1999 from the members of 
the SGA totaled $29,571.73. This 
may seem I ike a lot of money , but the 
total expenses for the year came to 
just over $70,000.00. With staffing 
and advertising problems. Lambda 
did not reach the level it needed to 
break even. In the 1999-2000 pub- 
lishing year, these debts were paid 
off with part of the next year's levy, 
leaving the paper with less than usual. 
Lambda continued to publish as usual, 
but in the second half of the publish- 
ing year, it became evident that the 



money problems were getting worse. 
What was also becoming very clear 
was that the computer system that 
Lambda was being made on was be- 
coming not just out of date, but al- 
most useless. 

Knowing that they needed the 
support of their readers, the students. 
Lambda attempted to receive a stu- 
dent levy increase by way of referen- 
dum during the SGA elections. With- 
out any advertising or much in the 
way of support in promoting the ref- 
erendum question, Lambda received 
47% in favor of the increase, just 
short of the 50% goal. If Lambda had 
received the levy increase, its debts 
would have been paid off and there 
would be a chance to begin an up- 
grade of the archaic production com- 
puter systems. 

This year, Lambda's money 
problems have become much worse. 
After paying off the debt incurred 
over the last three years with an ad- 
vance from the student levy, Lambda 
has been left with a working levy for 
the year of less than $ 1 8,000.00. Many 
cuts have been made already with 
smaller papers, a few less editions, 
smaller honorariums for the editorial 
staff and a slight increase in advertis- 
ing prices to try to even things out. As 
the year started, things looked to be 
going well, but as of the last two 
weeks, two of the four remaining 
Macintosh computers have died and 
the only scanner in the office, which 
is used for all graphics in the paper, is 
in dire need of repair or replacement. 

The executive board of 
Lambda Publications and it's edito- 
rial staff now have to make the choice 
of where the few remaining dollars 
should be spent, and if it is possible to 
receive a levy increase this year by 
the members of the SGA. The need 
for the increase is very strong, if not 
dire. 

Lambda has been running off 
a levy of $10 per student for at least

the last eight years. While the years 
went by, printing costs, expenses and 
depreciation of the computer systems 
have all risen. More and more, ex- 
penses occurred throughout the years, 
but the amount of money Lambda 
had to work with stayed the same. 

Last year's referendum loss 
was a major blow to Lambda Publi- 
cations as the money was going to be 
used to upgrade the computer system 
on which Lambda is produced each 
week. What Lambda works with right 
now is two Classic Macs, purchased 
in 1 990 (both of which are now used 
as paper weights), a Power Mac do- 
nated to Lambda by the SGA last 
year which has failed to work, and 
two Macintosh 400s purchased in 
1 995. None of these computers even 
have a CD-ROM drive (needed for 
most upgrades) let alone any sort of 
modem for internet access. What 
Lambda's computer system is is the 
most basic system of any student 
newspaper around. EvenLaurentian's 
otherpaper,L'OriginalDechaine has 
upgraded to the iMac systems for 
faster and better production. 

Most people who actually see 
the computer system that Lambda 
works on is amazed that the office 
can produce even one issue a month 
let alone a weekly paper that domi- 
nates any other publication on cam- 
pus. Lambda's staff puts more hours 
than most people would even dream 
of at the beginning of every week to 
make sure a paper is on the stands 
every Thursday. Editors average 
about six hours a day on Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday , production and 
marketing put in about 7-8 hours per 
day while the Assistant Editor and 
Editor In Chief stay in the office until 
the paper is complete. This some- 
times equals up to 20 hours per day 
for the Editor and his assistant for 
three days straight. Lambda's staff is 
paid by way of honorarium, not by 
the hour. The average pay for a 
Lambda staff member equals less than 
$2 per hour. 

The pay for staff has not risen 
much in the last 8- 10 years, and with 



the monetary problems Lambda has 
incurred, the staff of Lambda have 
accepted a decrease in pay to try to 
keep the paper afloat. For what the 
staff members of Lambda Publica- 
tions do on a week by week basis, 
they deserve much more, but know 
they will never receive it. 

This year, Lambda will, once 
again, bid for an increase in the stu- 
dent levy. The amount has not been 
decided on as of yet, or how it will be 
implemented (all at once or a small 
amount over a few years), but the 
future of Lambda depends on this 
increase. Although new marketing 
strategies have been utilized and many 
cuts have been made, without the 
levy increase, Lambda will not be 
able to continue next year as a weekly 
publication. Although Lambda has 
been trying for student support in t he 
way of writers and volunteers, it will 
now have to focus on promoting and 
hopefully receiving a levy increase 
for the 2001-2002 publishing year 
which just happens to be Lambda's 
40th year as the official student news- 
paper of Laurentian University. 

As of now. Lambda is work- 
ing to not only get the word out to its 
readers that it needs their support, not 
only through the levy increase in Feb- 
ruary, but also with fund raising nights 



in The Pub DownUnder and future 
events to be determined. Lambda has 
always been there for the students of 
Laurentian University for almost 40 
years, and now Lambda needs the 
students to be there for it. Lambda is 
one of the only remaining entities 
within Laurentian University that is 
free from administrative ties. The 
paper is run by students, written by 
students and funded by students. 
Lambda is the students' newspaper 
here at Laurentian University, and 
hopefully it can continue to serve the 
students on a weekly basis for years 
to come.

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Book on Canadian State Surveillance 

to be Launched

The Sudbury community and 
members of the media are invited to 
the book launching of "Whose Na- 
tional Security?: Canadian State Sur- 
veillance and the Creation of En- 
emies", edited by Gary Kinsman, 
Dieter K. Buse, and Mercedes 
Steedman , three professors at Lau- 
rentian University. The launch will 
be held on Friday, November 17, 
from 3:30 to 7:30 pm, at Elm Tree 
Books and Things, located at 6 1 Elm 
Street, in Sudbury 

Published by Between the 
Lines Publishers in Toronto, "Whose 
National Security?" is a ground- 
breaking book that explores more 
than any previous study how secret 
pol ice spy ing on people occurred and 
continues to operate in Canada. By 
1974, over 80,000 personal files ex- 
isted. The groups who were surveilled 
include high school students, wom- 
en's auxiliaries of unions, trade un- 
ions, university students and profes- 
sors, Black activists, First Nation 
people, gays and lesbians, left-wing 
political groups, Quebec 
sovereignists, left-wing political 
groups, as well as consumer's house- 



wife associations. 

In the production of thisdocu- 
ment, the Drs. Kinsman, Buse, and 
Steedman brought together the work 
of leading scholars, journalists, and 
citizens concerned with the threat to 
Canadian democracy posed by Cana- 
da' s security apparatus. Two of the 
authors wrote on topics that should 
interest the Sudbury public. Former 
"Sudbury Star" reporter Terry Pender 
wrote an article relating to spying 
that was undertaken at Laurentian 
University in the 1960s and 1970s. 
Dr. Steedma, professor of.Sociology 
at Laurentian, wrote on the govern- 
ment's surveillance of the Mine Mill 
Women's Auxiliaries from 1940 to 
1970. 

This study shows the extent 
of unwarranted monitoring on Cana- 
dians, especially during the Cold War 
era. In this book, we learn that in the 
1950s and 1960s, RCMP security 
agents once spied on tea and 
Tupperwear parties. They were con- 
cerned with high school students at- 
tempts to learn about birth control, 
and had informants among univer- 
sity administrators to help spy on 
faculty and academic programs. 



The development of a Cana- 
dian security state was no accident. 
The incidents and events described in 
"Whose National Security?" were not 
simply aresultofacrackdown against 
radicals. The spies were not merely 
operatives with personal biases and 
over- zealous attitudes. These surveil- 
lance efforts were a concerted effort 
organized at the top levels of the 
Canadian Cabinet. Ordinary Canadi- 
ans were grouped into dozens of po- 
litical stereotypes and labelled as se- 
curity threats. 

The RCMP and its successor 
CSIS (with 2000 agents and thou- 
sands of informants) promoted a 
broad vision of security and operated 
a fine net that enmeshed hundreds of 
citizens. Hence, "Whose National 
Security?" will be especially valu- 
able to all interested in people ' s rights 
and domestic practices. Students of 
politics, law, and history, as well as 
the general public should read this 
book. 

"Whose National Security?"

Laurentian to Host Conference on the 
Italian Influence in Sudbury

On Thursday, November 1 6th 
and Friday, November 1 7th, the Ital- 
ian section of the Laurentian Univer- 
sity's Department of Modern Lan- 
guages and Literatures will host a 
conference entitled "The Harvest of a 
New Life: The Italian Community of 
Sudbury" in the University's Health 
Sciences Education Resource Cen- 
tre, this event is part of the celebra- 
tions held by the Italian Millennium 
Group of Sudbury. Admission is free 
and the Sudbury community is in- 
vited. 

The two-day event will fea- 
ture local speakers as well as scholars 
from across Canada who will discuss 
the Italian contribution to Canada, 
Ontario and the Sudbury area. Prof. 
Joseph Pivato (Athabasca University) 
and Prof. Francesco Loriggio 



(Carleton University) will discuss the 
link between Italian Canadian litera- 
ture and identity. Prof. Jana 
Vizmuller-Zocco (York University) 
will focus on the role that language 
plays in forming an Italian Canadian 
identity. Prof. Noel (St. Paul Univer- 
sity) will illustrate the important con- 
nection between religious practices 
and cultural identity. Sandra 
Battaglini (Laurentian Graduate) will 
speak about the presence of Italian 
Canadian women in the work force 
during the Second World War. 

In a session dedicated to the 
creative practices of Italian Canadi- 
ans, Dennis Castellan (Castellan, 
Luciw and James Architects) will 
deal with the figurative arts, while 
Rosanna Battigelli (Sudbury and Dis- 
trict Roman Catholic School Board), 
Nick Battigelli and Prof. Joseph 
Pivato (Athabasca University) will 



provide examples of Italian Cana- 
dian writings. 

The conference will close with 
a round-table discussion on leader- 
ship within the Italian community. It 
will feature Rick Bartolucci (M.P.P. 
for Sudbury), Peter DiPietrantonio 
(President, Club Montessori), John 
Filippetto (President, Societa Caruso) 
and Sonia Del Missier (Cambrian 
College). 

Immediately following the 
conference, there will be a ceremony 
and gala evening to launch a perma- 
nent photo exhibition and its accom- 
panying volume, entitled Italian 
Faces: Images of the Itafian Commu- 
nity of Sudbury, on Friday, Novem- 
ber 17th at 6pm, at the Societa Ca- 
ruso. The exhibition includes 593 
photos delineating the pictorial his- 
tory of the Italian community in the 
Sudbury Region. 



Experimental Animal Use Figures Released 



Animal Alliance Of Canada 

According to the recently re- 
leased figures from the Canadian 
Council on Animal Care (CCAC), 
over 1 .7 million animals were used in 
research, teaching and testing in Ca- 
nadian Laboratories in 1998. While 
the statistics were broken down into 
the species of animals used, they do 
not reveal those used in genetic engi- 
neering experiments. 

"Biotechnology is becoming 
a growing concern for Canadians, 
and as far as we have seen with GM 
foods, the lack of legislation is im- 
peding the public's right to know 
while protecting the industry's right 
to privacy and secrecy," says Jacqui 
Barnes, a director of the animal Alli- 
ance of Canada (A AC). 

Canada has no federal legisla- 
tion pertaining to animals in research. 
Instead the system of oversight is 



purely voluntary. The CCAC is the 
national non-governmental body re- 
sponsible for establishing and main- 
taining guidelines on the use and care 
of experimental animals. "It is unac- 
ceptable that the system we have en- 
trusted to monitor animal use is, to 
this day, unable to tell the Canadian 
public the numbers of transgenic ani- 
mals that are being created and used" 
says Barnes. "Under the current sys- 
tem, companies experimenting with 
GM-pharming like Nexia Biotech- 
nologies' goats with spider genes or, 
Imutran's pigs with human genes, 
are not required by law to report to 
the government. Instead we have to 
rely on media reports to tell us what 
is happening in our own country," 
she adds. 

The National Animal Protec- 
tion Organization is concerned that 
as scientists and researchers look to 
create and establish genetic animal 



models for human diseases, there will 
be an increase not only in the number 
of genetically modified animals, but 
also in the number of occurrences, 
that as a result of the technology, are 
harmful to the animals physical and 
psychological well-being. 

AAC is opposed to the ge- 
netic manipulation of life forms, on 
the grounds that the uncertainty and 
unpredictability of the technology 
makes it highly suspect and a threat 
to the genetic stability of life. As 
such, it is imperative for government 
intervention in establishing an open, 
inclusive and transparent process. 

The Animal Alliance is call- 
ing for the federal government to 
enact legislation so that there is a 
government body wholly responsi- 
ble for animal research. "Only by 
doing so, will the Canadian public 
truly know the extent to which ani- 
mals are used in this country." 
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The Thorneloe Theatre Arts group proudly

For the last few weeks, the 
students of this campus, along with 
the residents of Sudbury, have been 
inundated with the propaganda of all 
the mayoral candidates.

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Voyageurs Have Disappointing Road Trip 

Friday night in Toronto, the Laurentian Voyageurs were de- 
feated by the University of Toronto Varsity Blues 79-76 in overtime. 
Laurentian was leading the game at halftime 38-32 but were unable to 
hang onto the lead At the end of regulation play Toronto had tied it up 
at 69-69, After the overtime period, the Varsity Blues had taken the lead 
and the win away from the Voyageurs. Toronto was able to out rebound 
Laurentian 5 1 -39 and out-shot them at the free throw line 3 1 for 47 to 
the Voyageurs 8 for 1 1 . 

Strong performances for the Voyageurs were turned in by Jim 
Jefferson who played 41 minutes and contributed 22 points, Dwayne 
Burton with 1 8 points and 9 rebounds, and another particularly strong 
performance by Patrick Brandt turning in a double double with 1 1 points 
and 13 boards in 44 minutes of play. Coach Virgil Hill stated thaf'itwas 
a decent game, but unfortunately the officiating decided the game." 

On Saturday, the Voyageurs went across town to take on the 
Ryerson Rams. Despite the cheers of the Laurentian fans in the stands, 
Ryerson was able to walk away with the win. Ryerson led Laurentian 
right from the start, increasing their 1 1 point halftime lead to a 25 point, 
77-52 victory over the Voyageurs. The telltale sign for Laurentian was 
the dismal shooting of 27% for the game and 17% from the three point 
line, while Ryerson was able to shoot 53% from the field.

Forward 
and team MVP Dan Falcioni was 
used sparingly versus Victoria due to 
an injured foot suffered in the QUA 
final against Wilfred Laurier.

The 
Voyageurs wrap up pool play on Sat- 
urday, facing the same Laurier team 
that they played in the Ontario final. 
In the last game of pool play at 
the National Soccer Championships 
in Hamilton, the Laurentian 
Voyageurs were defeated by the 
Laurier Golden Hawks 3-1 . Lauren- 
tian was faced with the daunting task 
of winning the game by a least 2 goals 
in order to move on to a medal match, 
but it was not to be. Laurier came out 
strong and was able to take the lead 
by the end of the first half 1 -0 on a 
goal by Wojciech Cuik, Laurentian 
had to take an offensive approach in

It Could Happen to You

Just the other day, I realized 
how so many people sit and wait until 
something tragic hits them before 
changing their lifestyle habits for the 
better. Whether it is osteoporosis, dia- 
betes, hypertension (high blood pres- 
sure), stroke, obesity, coronary artery 
disease, or a certain type of cancer, 
you will never truly understand what 
it is like until you have it. There are 
several factors that play a role in 
determining your overall health such 
as, hereditary traits, gender, age. and 
physical activity. The one factor that 
you can gain control of is your level 
of physical activity. 

Along with regular physi- 
cal activity, a cluster of related 
behaviors, including healthy food 
choices, weight control, stress man- 
agement, and other personal lifestyle 
habits can help you lead to optimal 
health. Shouldn't it be about time that 
you start thinking about your own 
health and how it could affect you as 
you continue to get older? The ques- 
tion you may want to ask yourself 
first is this: Am I satisfied with my 
current level of activity and fitness, or 
do I feel the need to undertake an 
exercise program? To get a better 
idea of where you are in terms of your 
current level of activity, take part in a 
simple health-related fitness appraisal, 
which is conducted within the Active 
Living Department at Laurentian 
University. The fitness appraisal con- 



sists of the following components: a 
physical test (ie body composition; 
aerobic fitness, strength, and flex- 
ibility) and lifestyle modifications. 
Followed by the appraisal, an ideal 
exercise program is developed with 
you based on your fitness appraisal 
results. 

Prior to taking the physical 
test, individuals are asked to fill out a 
PAR-Q questionnaire. The form de- 
termines if you should check with 
your doctor before becoming much 
more physically active or before you 
have a fitness appraisal. As part of the 
physical test, your body mass index, 
skinfolds, and waist girth are calcu- 
lated to determine your overall body 
composition, which looks at your 
desirable weight rather than weigh- 
ing the body alone. Also, aerobic 
fitness is defined as the ability of 
your heart, blood vessels, and lungs 
to efficiently provide oxygen to the 
working muscles and tissues. A labo- 
ratory test called the maximal oxygen 
uptake (V02max) is used to measure 
your aerobic fitness. Throughout life, 
some form of strength and flexibility 
is needed to meet emergencies, to 
avoid chronic or overuse injuries, 
and to complete everyday tasks (ie. 
shoveling the driveway). The 1 -RM 
(maximum weight you can lift once) 
whole body strength exercises and 
trunk forward flexion assesses your 
strength and flexibility, respectively. 
To further your short-term fitness 
results into long-term measurable re- 



sults, modification in lifestyle habits 
as well as a challenging workout rou- 
tine can be designed to help you look 
and feel great. 

A personalized workout 
program will motivate and help you 
reach your fitness goals. The goals 
that you can attain are: strength train- 
ing; muscle toning; nutrition consult- 
ing; stress management; and im- 
proved aerobic capacity. Studies have 
shown that by working out with a 
personal trainer, you will increase 
your chances of achieving these goals 
by as much as 80%. In addition, the 
benefits from improving your physi- 
cal activity that arise include: higher 
self-esteem; better health and eating 
habits; more energy; quality sleep: 
and less stress. Therefore, don't hesi- 
tate to take the first step to improve 
your quality of life by contacting the 
Department of Active Living in the 
Physical Education Building at Lau- 
rentian University to get a health- 
related fitness appraisal done with a 
fitness consultant for you. After all, 
self-care is something that no one 
should neglect today, because you 
never know how it could affect you 
tomorrow.

The most accessible forum for the fantasy world is through 
books. There is an enormous diversity in the literary world of fantasy 
books that there is pretty much something that can satisfy the tastes of 
anyone out there. 

Jj>K.toftitiilg 

Author of the infamous Harry Potter series, which is loved by 
children and adults worldwide. The series, consisting of four books, tells 
the story of an ordinary boy in horrible circumstances who, one day, 
receives a letter inviting him into a world of totally unknown to him full 
of magic and adventure far beyond any he could have ever imagined. 
Here he takes up study at the Hogwarts School for Witchcraft and 
Wizardry where he makes tons of friends and gets into plenty of trouble. 

The predecessor to J.K. Rawling, having created the Narnia 
series of books, which are of an almost similar theme to those of Harry 
Potter, though written many years before this series. It tells the story of 
children who get drawn into a world of magic in which they have to help 
the residents of Narnia defend themselves against the evil there. The most 
common book in the series is probably The Lion, The Witch, and the 
Wardrobe, which had long ago become a household name amongst 
children. 
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Robert Jordi 

Known by most as the master of fantasy for his Wheel of Time 
series, which has now tallied up nine books, and is far from being done. 
It follows the lives of three central characters, and those that surround 
them. They are not, however, ordinary boys; they are ta'veren, which 
means that the wheel of time (which is believed to be the course of history 
repeating itself over and over again) is centered around them, and their 
actions determine the way it will turn. As well, you see how each has a 
distinct trait that makes them essential to the way things are played out. 

Magic is carried out by means of there being a male and female 
side to it, being Saidin for males, and Saidar for females. Both of these 
allow the user to work with four elements of nature - air, fire, water, and 
earth to heal, set wards, bind people in invisible force fields, produce 
fireballs, etc. Unlike magic in other books however, Saidar is typically 
an inborn trait, and cannot be taught to anyone without a trace of it in their 
body, which turns out to be a complication for certain characters along the 
plotline. 

yfelanie JRatiilwn 

With about 1 1 books under her belt, and another 6 due out in the 
next few years, Melanie Rawn is one of the most sought-after authors in 
this genre. Her best known series are The Dragon Prince; The Dragon 
Star, and Exiles. 

The Dragon Prince tells the story of Rohan and Sioned, who 
were destined to be married so that they could work together to restore 
peace to their divided kingdoms, as well as save the last few dragons of 
their world, which possess a secret so important and well kept that not 
even they know what it is. 

The Dragon Star follows the same premises as the previous 
series, except that this one focuses more on the magic of Sunrunners 
(which Sioned was)', and instead of following the efforts of Rohan and 
Sioned, instead it focuses upon those of Rohan and his son, Pol. 

The Exiles series tells the story of a family broken by magic, and 
forced to fight one another for the control over all it and all the land. 
Glenin, kidnapped by her father in her youth, is destined by the Great 
Loom to bear a son that will lead the Malerissi to greatness. However 
before this can happen, he has to confront his cousins and overpower 
them, as well as have to deal with the forces of Glenin's sisters; Sarra, the 
diplomat, as well as herhusband Collan, and Cailet, the mage Captal who 
won't back down without anything less than a blood bath to protect the 
world from Glenin and her son's plans for it. 

Terry Goodkind 

He's mainly known as the Robert Jordan Copycat because his 
themes are so similar to those of the Wheel of Time. But Goodkind 
proclaims innocence that he's never even read the books, but even then 
the similarities seem a little too frequent to be a coincidence. There are 
about six books in the series, starting with Wizard's First Rule, which tells 
the story of Richard, a boy with a past totally unknown to him, and with 
more responsibility than he could ever imagine. It's a pretty sexual series 
as far as fantasy books go, but it's not the main focus of the storyline, 
which is a constant roller coaster of surprises. But then again, it's pretty 
much worth picking up simply for the scene including the apple by the 
campfire which is pretty interesting.

Most people have, at some point, whether through schooling or 
by leisure, read the works of Tolkien. Most people are familiar with The 
Hobbit, being a part of the curriculum at some high schools, and telling 
the story of Bilbo Baggins and his adventures into a world that he wasn't 
exactly anticipating.

Three days later the book was

It wasn't all 
magic, it wasn't all men with abnor- 
mal strength, but more of a combina- 
tion of the two that actually carried a 
degree of realism. I wanted more, 
craving it day and night for about a 
week when I realized that nothing 
can be done about it until that coming 
November (which is now) when the 
next book, number nine, was dated to 
be released. 

This summer, I was given a 
few more books to read. The one just 
went over my head, being a bit too 
out-there for me, but the other one 
wasn't half bad at all. This was 
probably due to the fact, however, 
that it was so similar to Robert Jor- 
dan's series. But it had an interesting 
twist on magic, which was very inter- 
esting. I did not, however, continue 
with the series, and even now that 
November is here I'm not running 
out to buy the ninth book in what is 
believed to be a twenty-book series, 
or at least will be at this rate. It seems, 



or at least for me, that fantasy is 
something that comes and goes.

It's hard to 
say, but I did invest in a copy of 
Labyrinth once again, which I watch 
on a rather frequent basis just be- 
cause I have grown to love it all over 
again. 

Perhaps I'm just indulging my 
inner child; returning to my youth so 
to speak. What seemed impossible 
back then actually seems plausible 
now. Not that I'm back to believing 
in Santa Claus or the Easter Bunny, 
but I guess one could say I'm a little 
more open minded to the possibilities 
of there actually being creatures like 
fairies flying around.

Various Races 

Every story has at least two or three 
different races to them.

most part they'll be avoided like the 
plague because of the whole 'magic 
is evil!' stereotype in the novels.

A trailer for this is said to be 
planned to play in the previews for 
D&D, so keep your eyes open. 

Along with the cinematic ver- 
sion of Dungeon & Dragons, for the 
fantasy-addicted the most anticipated 
movie of the coming years has to be 
The Lord of the Rings. Not only is 
it an opportunity for them to see the 



book transformed successfully into a 
big screen event, but also be done by 
an amazing cast of actors playing out 
the different characters.

For some people, video and computer games are an escape from 
everyday life.

the mere thought of them. Well, whatever the reason may be, it's pretty 
clear that role-playing through games has definitely become a popular 
activity, in our society. 

I personally play an online game called Utopia that a friend had 
the courtesy of getting me addicted to last year. It consists of the player 
taking on a province and becoming its ruler. You're responsible for the 
growth of it through exploration or attacking, stealing the other land 
from provinces your kingdom may be at war with. You're responsible 
to build farms, banks, homes, and all those fun necessities that any 
civilization requires. But what I liked about it was the fact that you can 
choose your role in the game; you can either become an attacker, or a 
thief. 

I'm not a very aggressive person, and I didn't like attacking much 
even after having tried it. However, thieving is a blast. Perhaps it's the 
whole sneakiness of it; slipping in undetected and walking away with 
their building, eating, and magical supplies, and heck, even their 
peasants. Along with that, I play as a mage, where I can take out my 
frustrations of a long hard day by fireballing the hell out of some guy just 
for the hell of it. Like I said, it's a fun game, and rather addictive. There 
is, however, a whole mass of these games out there on the web, another 
similar one being called Archmage. Unlike Utopia, where you are 
placed in a kingdom so that you can play as a team, in Archmage it's 
pretty much a free for all where you have to cover your own back, unless 
you join up with a guild and get yourself a few allies. These games are 
cool because they're totally internet-based, meaning that it requires no 
software, save for your internet browser, to run it, and you can log in 
from anywhere to check up on things. On the bad side, it's a 24/7 game, 
so when you're not logged in, you can get your ass whipped and not 
know any better until the next time you check up. 

For those of you who like the pause option, there are TONS of 
fantasy games out on the market that will guarantee hours-upon-hours 
of addiction, and sore thumbs. The Final Fantasy series is, of course, 
the hottest one out there, with part nine having just been released awhile 
back. I remember playing the first one on Nintendo, heck I think I even 
still have it. That game has definitely come a long way since then. Now 
it includes little animated clips that are like background information on 
the plot line of the series, as well as just the graphics themselves which, 
in my opinion, are remarkable. They're actually making a full-length 
movie out of the game, due out in theatres in 2001-2002. 

A few other suggestions would have to be Ultima and the Wheel 
of Time. I haven't played Ultima, so I can't really speak to the caliber 
of the quality of the game.

The game gives you the option of being either an Aes Sedai 
(choose your own color), the Hound (rather similar to Fain it seems), or 
as a Forsaken. It requires quite a bit of multitasking skills, however, 
since you have to use most of your keyboard to be able to do combination 
moves. There are tons of ter'angreals for you to choose from using (my 
personal favorite is the seeker, minimal work after all), including ones 
like balefire and taint, which drives the person crazy and to a slow death. 
The game also includes a package allowing you to design your own 
levels, and as well has the internet-interaction feature that Ultima does. 
Mind you a lot of people that play it online have 1 ike cable or high-speed, 
so if you don't have the computer speed, you'd better work on your 
coordination skills before even considering this option.

Dr. Seuss' How the Grinch

Essentially 
this is Arnie running around trying to 
figure out who and what he is while 
goofing around with funky gadgets, 
jumping out of helicopters and sky- 
scrapers while constantly threaten- 
ing Robert Duvall. Exxxxxxcellent. 

O Brother, Where Art Thou? 

The first thing I have to warn 
you about this film is that it's directed 
by the guys who brought us the "How 
the hell did THIS win an Oscar" flick, 
Fargo: that's right, the Coen broth- 
ers. This time, they're focusing their 
attention on something much more 
interesting than a bunch of whiny 
people in the middle of nowheresville 
(that could easily be Sudbury for all 
intents and purposes). Set in the old 
Southern U.S. during the early 1900s, 

Brother stars pretty-boy George 
Clooney as Ulysses Everett McGill 
as a charismatic petty criminal who 
finds himself unable to adjust to his 
sentenced term of hard labor in Mis- 
sissippi. Along with Delmar (Tim 
Blake Nelson) and Pete (John 
Turturro), Ulysses sneaks off the 
chain-gang and tries to make it back 
home while maybe discovering a for- 
tune inhidden treasure along the way. 

1 know, sounds corny, but this movie 
is so far off-the-wall that it's actually 
worth watching; along the way, they 
form a band, get scammed by a one- 
eyed Bible salesman (John 
Goodman), meet a prophet, befriend 
a gangster, and much more while 
being chased by the creepy-lookin' 
lawman Cooley (Daniel Von 
Bargen). Along with some great 
period music and Clooney lookin' 
like the spitting image of Cary Grant 
(check the trailer), this film might 
actually make us all forget about that 
Fargo thing. 



Craven looks like he's going to take 
a more classic riff on the subject, with 
Dracula being released onto the mod- 
ern world by your classic bunch of 
ultra-moronic treasure hunters. This 
time, Jonny Lee Miller (Sick Boy 
from Trainspotting) plays the vam- 
pire hunter, with Christopher 
Plummer mentoring him as the fa- 
mous Abraham Von Helsing. With 
hordes of people becoming converted 
into vampires and the typical themes 
of desire in its many forms making 
lots of appearances, this movie actu- 
ally has a lot of promise. And it's 
Wes Craven, dammit! 

Cast Away 

Tom Hanks makes his yearly 
box office appearance with the up- 
coming Cast Away, where he plays, 
of all things, a Fed Ex employee. 
While this is only marginally more 
interesting than portraying, say, a li- 
brarian, the story kicks in as his plane 
goes down in the South Pacific, leav- 
ing him hopelessly stranded on a com- 
pletely desert island. He then spends 
the next several years of his life learn- 
ing how to cope, fighting off hunger, 
death and yes, insanity. Yeah, I know, 
it kinda sounds like a modern-day 
Robinson Crusoe, but there's some- 
thing aboutthe thoughtof Tom Hanks 
being stuck on adesert island that just 
sticks in my head (draw your own 
conclusions from that one). I'm well 
aware that the ending is most prob- 
ably going to suck, as the trailer al- 
ready reveals that he makes it back to 
the mainland, reunites with his oh- 
so-surprised wife (the evil Helen 
Hunt, in yet ANOTHER movie this 
season) and generally tries to re-ad- 
just to the "civilized" world.

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How To Tell If Your Head's 
About To Blow Up

MOSCOW — Doctors are blaming 
a rare electrical imbalance in the 
brain for the bizarre death of a chess 
player whose head literally exploded 
in the middle of a championship 
game! 

No one else was hurt in the 
fatal explosion but four players and 
three officials at the Moscow Candi- 
date Masters' Chess Championships 
were sprayed with blood and brain 
matter when Nikolai Titov's head 
suddenly blew apart. Experts say he 
suffered from a condition called 
Hyper-Cerebral Electrosis or HCE. 

"He was deep in concentra- 
tion with his eyes focused on <he 
board," says Titov's opponent, 
Vladimir Dobrynin. "All of a sudden 
his hands flew to his temples and he 
screamed in pain. Everyone looked 
up from their games, startled by the 
noise. Then, as if someone had put a 
bomb in his cranium, his head popped 
like a firecracker." 

Incredibly, Titiov 's is not the 
first case in which a person's head 
has spontaneously exploded. Five 
people are known to have died of 
HCE in the last 25 years. The most 
recent death occurred just three years 
ago in 1991, when European psychic 
Barbara Nicole's skull burst. Miss 
Nicole 's story was reported by news- 
papers worldwide, including WWN. 
"HCE is an extremely rare physical 
imbalance," said Dr. Anatoly 
Martinenko, famed neurologist and 



expert on the human brain who did 
the autopsy on the brilliant chess 
expert. "It is a condition in which the 
circuits of the brain become over- 
loaded by the body ' s own electricity . 
The explosions happen during peri- 
ods of intense mental activity when 
lots of current is surging through the 
brain. Victims are highly intelligent 
people with great powers of concen- 
tration. Both Miss Nicole and Mr. 
Titov were intense people who tended 
to keep those cerebral circuits over- 
loaded. In a way it could be said they 
were literally too smart for their own 
good." 

Although Dr. Martinenko 
says there are probably many undi- 
agnosed cases, he hastens to add that 
very few people will die from HCE. 
"Most people who have it will never 
know. At this point, medical science 
still doesn't know much about HCE. 
And since fatalities are so rare, it will 
probably be years before research 
money becomes available." 

In the meantime, the doctor 
urges people to take it easy and not 
think too hard for long periods of 
time. "Take frequent relaxation 
breaks when you 're doing things that 
take lots of mental focus," he recom- 
mends. 

Although HCE is very rare, it can 
kill. Dr. Martinenko says knowing 
you have the condition can greatly 
improve your odds of surviving it. A 
"yes" answer to any three of the 
following seven questions could 
mean that you have HCE.

Does your head sometimes ache 
when you think too hard? (Head 
pain can indicate overloaded 
brain circuits.) 

Do you ever hear a faint ringing 
or the humming sound in your 
ears? (It could be the sound of 
electricity in the skull cavity.) 
Do you sometimes find yourself 
unable to get a thought out of 
your head? (This is a possible 
sign of too much electrical ac- 
tivity in the cerebral cortex.) 
Do you spend more than five 
hours a day reading, balancing 
your checkbook, or some other 
thoughtful activity? (A common 
symptom of HCE is a tendency 
to over-use the brain.) 

5. When you get angry or frustrated, 

do you feel pressure in your tem- 
ples? (Friends of people who 
died of HCE say the victims 
often complained of head pres- 
sure in times of strong emotion.)

(A 
craving for sugar is typical of 
people with too much electrical 
pressure in the cranium.) 

7. Do you tend to analyze yourself 
too much? (HCE sufferers are 
often introspective, "over-think- 
ing" their lives.)

Crunch) Banana Muffins 

2 large bananas, mashed 

1/2 cup brown sugar 

1/3 cup butter or margarine, softened 

2 egg whites, or 1 egg 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1 1/4 cups flour 

2 shredded wheat biscuits, crushed, or 1/2 cup wheat germ 

1 tsp. baking powder 

1 tsp. baking soda 

1/4 cup milk or water 

1/4 cup granulated sugar 

1 tsp. cinnamon 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. In a large bowl, mix mashed bananas, 
brown sugar, and margarine. Beat in egg and vanilla. Add flour, shredded 
wheat, baking powder and soda, and milk and mix lightly until moistened. 
Spoon into muffin tins sprayed with non-stick spray. Mix granulated 
sugar and cinnamon together, and sprinkle over muffins. Bake for 20 
minutes. 

Cappucino Chip Muffins 

2 cups flour 

1/2 cup granulated sugar 
2 1/2 tsp. baking powder 

3 tbsp. instant coffee 

1/2 tsp. salt 

1 cup milk or water 

1/2 cup butter or margarine, melted 

2 egg whites or 1 egg, beaten 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1/2 cup minature chocolate chips 

Preheat the oven to 375 degrees. In a large bowl, stir together the 
dry ingredients. In another bowl, beat together milk, margarine, egg 
whites, and vanilla. Add to dry ingredients and mix until moistened. Mix 
in chocolate chips. Bake for 15 minutes.
